The Quality of Beef 
beef from cattle fattened only 
pasture grass is just as good meat as that from 
cattle fed on grain, is the interesting statement 
made in a recent issue of the American Cattle 
Producer, well-known publication devoted to 
the cattlemen’s interests. 

There has been, for many years, a mistaken 
idea among many southern farmers that the 
raising of good beef cattle is extremely costly, 
because of the need for buying or growing 
erains for their feed. That this is totally 
untrue is proven in the article referred to above. 

Tests extending over a period of three years, 
using 120 cattle, revealed that, in every detail, 
the grass-fed beef was just the same as the 
grain fed. By chemical and physical tests in 
the laboratory, and by the taste test of experts, 
no difference could be found.

Our New Army 
With tens of thousands of America’s youths 
in the service af the United States, and with 
the attendant interest of parents in the Army, 
there are many today who desire information 
on this branch of the government. The let- 


ters from the draftees to the home folks sup- 
ply only scattered bits of the workings of a 
Single unit of the Army. 

To provide complete information on all 
phases of the service, the War Department re- 
cently has issued a small book called ‘The 
New Army of the United States.” In it is a 
description of the functions of the congress, 
the secretary of war, the general staff, the 
Regular Army, the National Guard, the or- 


ganized reserves, the selective service system, 


and the field training program. In addition, 
the book contains special descriptions of the 
infantry, cavalry, field artiilery, coast artil- 
lery, air force, engineers, signal corps and all 
the sefvices of the Army. The booklet is free 
to any who desire a copy. 

The booklet is complete to August 1, 1941, 
which means that the information is the 
most up-to-date available anywhere. Most 
desirable feature of the book is that no at- 
tempt is made to put anything over on the 
readers. The facts are presented without any 
dressing. The report tells the purpose of each 


division and then supplies figures to indicate 


how well the division is carrying out its pur- 
pose. 

What will interest many readers is the de- 
scription of the spiritual and recreational as- 
pects of the new Army. The corps of chap- 
lains, for instance, numbers over a thousand 
and is available to men of all faiths. Regular 
chapel services are held, in addition to daily 
guidance and counsel by the chaplains for 
anyone who wants this counsel. 

The morale branch is an important unit 
of this new Army because the trainees are 
not professional soldiers; many are youths 
away from home for the first time. Many 
have already chosen the professions which 
they will follow when their service is com- 
pleted. In the branch are the Army 
amateur dramatics, 


morale 
service, 
music, athletics, exchanges, service clubs, day 
rooms, library service, camp _ publications, 
guest houses and recreational areas. Serving 
in any Army may be no picnic, but America’s 
new Army is not a hard, friendless machine. 
It is building a huge reserve of men of good 
physique and high intelligence who will know 
how to give and carry out orders, how to use 
a rifle if the need arises, and who will be 
capable of living together fighting 
effectively should we become involved in war. 

The new Army of the United States is the 
greatest organization of its kind in America’s 
peace-time history. “The transition,” the fore- 
word to the booklet emphasizes, “of a small, 
skeletonized United States Army to a large, 
well-organized and fully-equipped fighting 
force of seasoned and trained soldiers is a 
project of vast magnitude and complexity. 

Only by understanding the development of 
this vast new army can we appreciate the use- 
fulness of the boys in uniform. “The new 
Army of the United States” provides that 
understanding.

THAT WHOLESALE MARKET. 
(From The Augusta Herald.) 

No public development since the formation of 
the Twin States Livestock Association has at- 
tracted as much attention or excited as much 
interest as has the agitation for a wholesale farm- 
ers’ market in Augusta. 

Counties throughout the Augusta area have 
given hearty indorsement to this proposal, which 
they say will mean more to this section than any 
project undertaken since Augusta was settled by 
Oglethorpe. 

Not only the Augusta newspapers, but the 
leading weekly publications of the territory, have 
rushed to the defense of this plan for a market. 
Here is what the Aiken Standard and Review said 
last week: 

“There is considerable publicity being given 
the subject of a central wholesale market in 
Augusta for use by the farmers in the Augusta 
trade territory. The general idea seems to be the 
establishing of a parking lot and warehouse where 
chickens, eggs, fruits, vegetables and other prod- 
ucts of the farm can be brought by truck to 
Augusta daily and where large buyers for local 
and northern firms and institutions can make pur- 
chases in wholesale quantities. The wholesale 
market would also be visited by retail merchants, 
quartermasters from Army posts, and stewards 
from homes, schools and. colleges. 

“By assembling things produced in the Au- 
gusta trade area at the central wholesale market 
in that city, the biyers would know that they 
could find what they wanted with minimum ef- 
fort and in most any quantity needed. The farm- 
ers would have reasonable assurance of quick sale 
of truckloads of farm produce at fair market 
prices, and without the necessity of searching for 
the people to whom they would want to sell.

lie remembered when he stenographer making $15 a 
month, He was promised a raise to $25 a month if he'd learn shorte 
hand and typing.

He did remember it. They had gone to New York and sold

In theory he was right, for in theory a free press functions like 
this. 

It employs trained reporters discover facts,. and editorial 
writers to take the facts apart and show what they mean. And this 
service informs and enlightens readers who are.too busy earning 
a living to do as much for themselves. 

When the reporters, in their quest for facts, discover that some 
public servant or leading citizen is enriching himself at public ex- 
pense or otherwise wronging the people who trust him, the story is 
told in print and the traitor goes to jail or South America. 

A healthy respect for the press prevents such betrayals, for the 
reasonable certainty that crookedness will be exposed encourages 
the tempted to walk in paths of virtue. 

That is the thecry, and it usually works that way in practice. 
Proof lies in the fact that the first concern of dictators is to suppress 
or gag the press, and the further fact that corrupt or incompetent 
government is most likely to be found in regions where the press 
is restrained by laws that make publication of the truth expensive 
and dangerous. 

But the theory fails, in many- instances, because a free press 
can't do the whole job. It can serve the people by exposing evils, 
but there the matter ends unless the people themselves finish the 
job. 

For example, Westbrook Pegler has made a career of exposing 
criminals who prey upon workers while pretending to serve them 
as union Officials. ‘ 

If he had no desire but to please capitalists who hate and fear 
unions, he would be successful. But since his avowed purpose is 
to serve and save the exploited workers, his mission has thus far 
failed. 

The explanation is obvious. He can do the exposing, but he has 
no power to do more, The injured workers must arise in wrath and 
strike a blow for themselves or continue to be exploited. And thus 
far they have done nothing—in part because they don't read Pegler's 
stuff, and in part because those who do read it don't ‘it or 
are afraid to act.
